Hazleton, Pa., Sept. 25.—[Special.]—Labor 
leaders and operators alike admit tonight 
that a turning point in the anthracite strike 
is at hand. Shenandoah and its troops, Mc- 
Adoo and its marchers are alike forgotten 
in the anxiety with which developments in 
the Markle mines at Jeddo are being 
watched. 

Will the miners keep their contract with 


keep their promises with the strigo leadors 
and remain idle? 

The answer means everything to both 
sides. John Markle this morning submitted 
his reply to his employés’ list of grievances. | 
At 11 a. m. meetings were held at the mouths 
of the two slopes still in operation and Mr. 
Markle's reply was read. Committees were 
named to decide the questions at stake. 

At noon the strike leaders learned of what 
had transpired, and, to offset the operators’ 
move, hastily called an open-air meeting at 
Jeddo during the afternoon. President 


spoke, pleading with the men to stand firm. 
The burden of the speakers’ remarks was: 
Hold out now and you will win; accept this 
a in offer and vou injure not only the 
etrikers but yourselves."’ 


Mitchell Pleads for Unity. 

Mr. Mitchell’s voice trembled as he pleaded | 
with the men for unfty and called to the 
miners to vote as to whether they would 
continue the strike. 

Much depended on that move. For a min- 
ute the audience of miners was silent, the 
women and children on the outskirts of the 
crowd were silent. Thestrike leaders stand- 
ing on the steps of the country schoolhouse, 
whence they had addressed the crowd, were 
silent, too. Then on the edge of the crowd 
a man had up his hand and an instant 
nearly every miner had pledged himself to 
continue the strike. 

Most of the operators, however, have de- 
termined that the Jeddo mines shall be kept 
running. Business rivalry has been forgot- 
ten. Jeddo is their Round Top, which they 
will hold at any cost; once that is lost their 
cause is well nigh lost. , 

After the miners’ meeting Markle & Co. 
decided not to press their men to decide at 
once, but announced that all the collieries 
would be shut down tomorrow that the men 
might have time to deliberate before decid- 
ing what course they would pursue. 75 


May Decide Fate of Strike. 

Tomorrow, therefore, both sides will strain 
every nerve to win over the 150 men who 
hesitate and whose action may turn the 
scale of victory and defeat. There will be 
strike meetings from morning ‘till night, 
but when darkness comes both sides must 
sit quietly by while 150 miners pass on the 
destiny of 118,000. 

The Markle company, in its reply to the 
men’s demands, flatly refuses to grant the 
demand of the men for a 5 and 10 per cent 
advance, announces its willingness to pay 
the men semi-monthly, agrees to arbitrate 
the question of cheaper powder, refuses the 
demands of the driver boys and engineers 
for more pay; promises to adjust grievances 
relating to the carrying of men and tools 
down and up the slope in mine cars, offers 
the timber men a new scale for propping 
which is lower than the rate asked for, 
agrees to bulld powder-houses so the men 
will not have to carry the explosive a great 
distance, and concedes the pillar ‘robbing 
grievance. Regarding a third arbitrator 
in all disputes the firm expresses its will- 
ingness to accept Archbishop Ryan. 


Mine Leaders Oppose Marches, 

Rumors that troops will be encamped here 
within forty-eight hours are rifeagain. The 
townspeople fear a march from McAdoo or 
Lattimer, where 1,000 men are idle, to the 
Jeddo collieries. Such a display of force 
might hasten a decision by the miners there, 
but President Mitchell is against marches. 
He is doing all he can to stop them, but some 
of his local lleutenants are not so conserva- 
tive. 

This morning’s raid by McAdoo miners on 
the collieries at Derringer resulted in the 
arrest of four miners for trespass. It also 
gave Sheriff Harvey the worst fright he has 
known since he was elected. 

No sooner had the troops retired from 
McAdoo than the plans for the march were 
under way. The men from McAdoo and 
Jeansville met on the gutskirts of Hazleton 
and were miles on the Way to Derringer when 
discovered by a deputy sheriff. Sheriff Har- 
vey at once started for Humboldt to hold 

em off, but was too late. Back over the 
mountain roads he galloped to Cranberry. 
There he collected a force of thirty deputies, 
secured an engine from the round house, 
loaded his force on a flat car, and rushed 
away to threatened Derringer. 

When the strikers approached the col- 
Heries at 4:30 a. m. they found Sheriff Har- 
‘vey and his men awaiting them in the com- 
pany's road.

EXPOSED BY A DYING MAN 


| TRADERS’ FIRE INSURANCE com 
PANY ACCUSED OF FRAUD. 


New York State Officials, Afier Thor- 
ough Investigation, Find Capital 


False Statements of Financial con- 
ditiod Made—Brokers Unable to Col- 
lect Claims—Many of Gotham’s Fore- 
most Citisens on Board of Directors. 


New York, Sept. 25.—{ }—Through 
the deathbed confession of Cashier David 
Allison—driven to his grave by fear of ex- 
posure—and the ‘searching examination 
made by State officials one of the biggest 
insurance scandals New York has ever 
known was made public tonight when Chief 
Insurance Examiner Isaac Vanderpoel’s re- 
port on the Traders’ Fire Insurance company 
was given out in Albany by State Superin- 
tendent of Insurance Hendricks. William A. 
Halsey is President and Theodore Sutro — 
Secretary of the company. 7. 

In the report of Chief Examiner Vander- 
poel specific charges are made that— 

“The statement of liabilities and assets 
made to the department on Dec. 31 last and 


| sworn to by William A. Halsey and Theo- 


dore Sutro was grossly false in every essen- 


tial particular. 


“False statements were made as to the 
company’s bank account, which actually had 
no existence. 

„Mr. Halsey and Mr. Sutro swore that the

amount due the company on account of 
gross premiums was $123,795, whereas act- 
ually the amount was only $84,838. , 

„ Fraudulent statements were made as to 
the actual capitalization of the company. 

All the statements made te the depart- 
ment since the organization of the company 
were obviously fraudulent.” 


Capital Entirely Wiped Out.. 

The report shows that instead of having an 
unimpaired capital of $200,000 and a surplus” 
over all capital and all other Habilities 
amounting to $10,818,34, as reported on Dec. 
31, 1800, the company’s capital was impaired 
to the extent of about 100 per cent of the 
same. This would leave a balance of funds 
in its possession equal to the amount of its 
abilities, exclusive of capital, on Dec. 31. 

The present action of the department is due 
to ite@eing notified that repeated extensions 
had been asked for on the payment of a sum 
due the North British and Mercantile Insur- 
ance company, and after receiving such ex- 
tensions default had finally been made. 

This, together with the complaints. of 
brokers of their inability to collect from the 
concern made it impossible to re the 
matter. Before the examination was well 
under way, however, the company went into 
the hands of a receiver, Harry A. Hanbury of 
Brooklyn having been appointed in that 
capacity when Mr. Vanderpoel became con- 
vinced that that was the only way of saving 
anything from the wreck for the creditors. 

The Traders’ Insurance company was or- 
ganized in February, 1808, at which time 
Louis F. Payn was Superintendent of Insur- | 
ance. From that time on it appears that the 
company was never troubled with any visits 
from the Insurance Commissioner, its state- 
ments being taken without question, no at- 
tempt being made to verify them. 

This was commented on by insurance men 
as singular proceeding, particular 
view of the ot that other es Ww 
had no leading politicians on its Board of 
Directors were subject to frequent and 
searching examinations at the hands of the 
department. 

Dying Cashier Makes Charges. 

David Allison, who was cashier of the 
company, died in Roosevelt Hospital on Sun- 
day last. It is said that Allison, before 
his death, confessed to the frauds that were 
practised in preparing the statements of the 
company and detailed to some extent the 
method of doing so. 

Intimations have been made that Allison 
was to be charged with sole responsibility 
for the crooked practices of the company, 
but statements from persons who are in 
a position to know indicate that Allison in 
no way profited by the frauds, and that 
whatever he did was solely for the salary 
which he earned and such additional com- 
pensation as he may have received from 
interested parties. — 

When Allison was confronted with proofs 
of the frauds he was strong and healthy, and 
his friends say the only apparent cause for 
his death was fright. * 

It is sald the officers of the Traders’ Fire 
Insurance company often boasted of the 
careful manner in which the business was 
conducted. 

The creditors of the company number be- 
tween 15,000 and 20,000, with claims rang- 
ing from a few dollars to many thousands. 
It is claimed there is not an insurance 
broker in New York who is not loaded with 
Traders’ policies, which they accepted on 
tho strength of the sworn statements. 


Many Companies Are Involved. 

A number of domestic and foreign com- 
panies are said to be heavily involved on ac- 
count of reinsurance effected with the Trad- 
“It ts recalled now as an interesting fact 
that the Traders’ Fire Lioyds, out of which 
this company was organized, although op- 
erated under a so-called“ Parsons charter, 
which was held by the Supreme Court to 
have been obtained fraudulently, was never 
interferea@ with by the Attorney General, but 
continued in business as long as it was pos- 
sible for any Lloyds to get its policies &c- 
cepted, notwithstanding the fact that the 
Attorney General had closed up the People’s 
Lioyds and a great many others operating 

r similar charters. 

ggg: bon said at that time, in defense of the 
Attorney General's action, that so long as 
the concern had reinsured its business ina 
responsible and solvent corporation, as the 
Traders’ Fire Insurance company was sup- 
posed to be, there was no occasion for his 
taking any action in the matter. 


Creditors Sue the Officers. 

That the officers and directors can be 
forced to pay claims of creditors is the gen- 
eral opinion in the insurance district, and 
suit has already been commenced by heavy | 
creditors against Chauncey M. Depew, John 
Jacob Astor, Benjamin F. Tracy, Levi P. 
Morton, James A. Roberts, W. E. D. Stokes, 
J. Seaver Page, William A. Halsey, John W. 
Herbert, E. 8. Sutro, John 8. Silvers, and 
John Boulton Simpson. 

The summons and complaint have already 
been filed in the Supreme Court. 

The plaintiffs will seek to establish the 
actual responsibility of the directors for the 
alleged fraudulent actions of the company’s 
officials. They will contend that under the 
insurance law of the State General Tracy 
and the other directors are actually responsi- 
ble for the debts of the company contracted 
by means of fraudulent sworn statements 
filed with the Department of Insurance:

WASTE IN PUBLIC WORKS, 


COUNCIL FINANCE COMMITTEE 
REPORTS EXTRAVAGANCE. 


Commissioner McGann Replies That 
Policy, Rate of Wages Paid, Ete., Are 
Fixed by Aldermen and They Are 

Responsible fer Results—City Hall 
Contractors Fall to Appear and Tes- 
tify and Attachments May Be Ask 
by Merit Board. 
After an investigation of the Department 
of Public Works the Council Finance com- 


mittee has declared it extravagant. Com- 
missioner of Public Works McGann was in- 


| formed yesterday, in a communication from 


Alderman Mavor, chairman of the commit- 
tee, that expenditures in the water pipe 
extension department exceeded moderate 
limita, Private employers, it was asserted, 
could get the same work done at half the 
cost. It was charged that too many men 
were employed for the amount of work done; 
that the number of assistant foremen and 
inspectors was out of proportion to the num- 
ber of men employed, and that their salaries 
were excessive. 

The committee told Mr. McGann that the 
“splendid income ot the Water Depart- 
ment had been managed so badly as to ruin 
its credit. 

“The rate of interest that the city was 
obliged to pay for the last certificates of 
8500, 000. said the committee, “* convinces u 
that the moneyed interests of tlie city 
not satisfied with the way in. which this 
great fund is spent now.“ i 

The investigation was undertaken at the 
request of Commissioner McGann. It was 
made on the charge that wages in the de- 
partment were too high and that more men 
than necessary were employed. The com- 
mittee knew that the Chicago banks would 
not take water certificates. The fund is 
practically mortgaged for $2,800,000, while 


its net annual receipts are .$2,000,000, and 


this has been spent in extension of the 
water system and tunnels. 


Unable to Sell Water Certificates. . 

Additional water certificates cannot be sold, « 
it is declgred. Bankers demand proof of the 
city’s ability to take care of the certificates 
now out. . 

Last week, it is stated, a reduction of the 
force in the water pipe extension depart- 
ment left two foremen to every ten labor- 
ers, 

As a result of the financial policy pursued 
it was stated that the construction of the in- 
tercepting sewer system practically had 
been abandoned. 

Before we can proceed with an additional 
undertaking it will be necessary for us to 
raise more money. and we will be expected 
to show that every dollar of the receipts is 
spent in the most careful manner,“ said the 
committee. It will require about $3,500,- 
000 to complete the intercepting system, and 
this important improvement is now prac- 
tically hbandoned.

The Senator then relterated his 
statement before the Senate that it was 
the declared intention of the Filipinos to 
resort to guerrilla warfare and by all means 
continue resistance until the next Presi< 
dential election.

was the mark set by those who had esti- 
mated the most that the schools would 
give. A number of schools will send in 
their contributions today and tonight ‘the 
collections will be closed. 

Small amounts of money came in yesterday 
from the schools which had supposedly 
closed their collections on Monday night. 
Teachers came with amounts smaller than 
fifty cents and deposited them with Secre- 
tary Larson. The children, they said, who 
had not given on the first day came in 
erying because they were too late, and so 
their pennies had been taken up, and in one 
case the small sum of sixteen cents was 
brought in and receipted for just as the 
larger amounts had been. 


More Schools to Hear From. 


The total sum now reported includes the 
contributions of 213 schools. The total num- 
ber of schools in the city is 247, and with 


thirty-four schools yet to report, Secretary 


Larson believes the fund will run far above 
$5,000. Members of the Board of Education, 
Superintendents, and visitors at the board 
rooms are given an opportunity to swell the 
fund, a box having been placed near the 
door. 

The Louis Nettelhorst School is the bannér 
school so far. The pupils of this school have 
contributed $67.10, an amount which has not 
been reached by a high school. The Green- 
wood Avenue School, with 450 pupils, has 
given the highest average per pupil, its total 
contribution being 6448.

GALVESTON STILL NEEDS AID. 


Committee Thanks Donors for Generous 
Gifts, but Says It Is Too Small 
to Relieve Distress. 


Galveston, Tex., Sept. 25.—[Special. }—An- 
other appeal to the people of the country for 
financial assistance was issued this even- 
ing by the local relief committee, headed by 
Mayor Jones. The appeal is indorsed by 
Governor Sayers and Miss Clara Barton. 

While expressing gratitude for the gener- 
ous contributions from every section, the 
committee points out that while the fund 
will pay for the burial of the dead, the re- 
moval of the debris, and some of the most 
pressing needs, it soon will be exhausted and 
10,000 persaqns will be left absolutely desti- 
tute. So far all have been fed and none now 
is naked, but something must be done to 
give the worthy residents a chance to begin 
life anew. 

In reviewing the effects of the storm the 


committee says the dead will number 6,000; 
along the beach front 2,600 houses were de- 


molished: and the total property loss will 
prove not less than $30,000,000. Of the build- 
ings remaining in the city 97% per cent were 
damaged, many seriously. Bodies are still 
recovered at the rate of thirty to fifty a day. 
In add H ion to private loss, the losses to pub- 


lic property such as peving, water works, 


schools, hospitals, churches, etc., is great.

Man Convicted of Killing Wilhelmina 
Dinger te Be Released from Joliet 
on a Technicality—May Result in 
Freedom of Other Criminals, as 
Many Have Been Assigned to the 
Penitentiary Under the Same Form 
of Instrument. 3

Wilhelmina Dinger, because the mittimus 
committing Wyman 
failed to specify the crime of which he was 
convicted, may be far reaching in effect. 
Representatives of the State's Attorney’s of- 


Joliet Warden on the same form of mittimus 
as that used in the Wyman case, as the 
printed form was in use prior to 1897. 

Judge Hanecy made the ruling after listen- 
ing several hours to the arguments of coun- 
sel interested in the case. The courtroom 
was crowded with attorneys who were anx- 
ious to hear the ruling ofthe court. The pe- 
tition in habeas corpus was filed by At- 
torneys W. G. Anderson and E. H. Morris. 


Alleged Defective Form. 


Joseph Wyman or Joseph Weinman, as he 
was known sometimes, was accused of hav- 
ing murdered Wilhelmina Dinger, Feb. 
20, 1895. He was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment by Judge Neely June 24, 1895. The 
following was the form of mittimus by 
which he was consigned to the state prison: 

The People of the State of Illinois vs. Joseph 
Wyman, indictment for murder, 389082. 

This day come the said people, by Jacob J. 
Kern, State’s Attorney, and the said defendant, 
as well in his own proper person as by his coun- 
sel also comes, and now neither the said defend- 
ant por his counsel for him saying anything 
further why the judgment of the court should not 
how be pronounced against him on the verdict of 
st heretofore rendered to the indictment in 
by the court that the said defendant, Joseph Wy- 
man, be taken from the bar of the court to the 
common jail of Cook County, from whence he 
came, and from thence by the Sheriff of Cook 
County to the penitentiary of this State, at Joliet, 
and be delivered to the Warden or keeper of said 
penitentiary; and the said Warden or keeper is 
hereby required and commanded to take the body 
of the said defendant, Joseph Wyman, and con- 
fine him in said penitentiary, in safe and secure 
custody, for and during the term of his natural 
life, from and afer the delivery hereof, at hard 
labor, and that he be thereafter discharged. 

Judge’s Decision. 


In making his ruling, Judge Hanecy said: 

There never was a valid form of mitti- 
mus which did not recite the crime for which 
the prisoner was held. From this record 
there is no judgment that this man is guilty 
of any crime and there is no place in the 
mittimus where the man is found guilty of 
any crime. e judgment is void so far as 
holding the man is concerne® — 

The law assumes knowledge on the part 
of the prisoner of its many provisions and 
will not accept the plea of ignorance as any 
palliation of an infraction of its decrees. It 
would be the extreme of hypocrisy to punish 
the ignorant for a violation of the law and 
still permit the officers of the court to violate 
it with impunity, 

No man’s liberty, however guilty he may 
be, should be restrained by inference. He 
is entitled to know and the keeper of the 
prison must know what the crime is for 
which the punishment is inflicted. 

Cause Must Be Shown. 

„The act of habeas corpus is an act of 
right. It is not left to the jailer or the Judge 
to send any man to prison without showing 
This man undoubtedly is 
guilty of a crime, but that does not justify 
the court in punishing him not in accord- 
ance with the law. The judgment is as bad 
as the mittimus. ‘Neither shows that any 
crime has been committed.“ 

Assistant State’s Attorney F. L. Barnett 
contended that the caption of the mittimus, 
showing that the indictment was for murder, 


should be considered a statement of the 
nature of the offense for which the commit- 
ment was 

ou might just as well insist that the

RAISES SUSPICION. 


Law Officers Halt Funeral of Millionaire 


| William Marsh Rice Until Inquiry 
_. Can Be Made — Confidential Lawyer 


‘Until He Can Secure $25,000 — Says 
He Acted on Advice of His Client, 
and Had $250,000 Left in Trust. 


New York, Sept, 25.—[ Special. }—Suspicions 

aroused by ‘efforts to draw $25,000 from the 

account of Millionaire William Marsh Rice 

at the bank of 8: M. Swenson, 15 Wall street, 

less than twenty-four hours after Mr. Rice's 

death and while the bank officials supposed 
him to be still alive,.caused Coroner Hart 
wday, on receipt of information from the 
police, to interrupt the funeral ceremony 
and remove the body to the morgue for an 
autopsy. This action was taken in spite of 
the death certificate signed by Dr. D. Walker 
Curry of 23 East Sixty-first street. 

‘ Coroner Hart acted suddenly and arbitrar- 
ily.on the further information that the body 
was about to be cremated.. 

Mr. Rice died on Sunday at his home, 300 
Madison avenue. He was a retired cotton 
merchant, 84 years old, and wealthy. He 
had been twice married and was a childless 
widower, with po relatives in this city. He 
lived alone, attended by is valet. He was 
represented in business matters by his at- 
torney, Albert T. Patrick of 275 Broadway. 


Patrick Presents a Big Check. 
Soon after the bank of B. M. Swenson 
opened on Monday morning Lawyer Patrick 
presented a check for $25,000, made payable 
to himself and bearing Mr. Rice’s signature. 
The check was dated on the day before the 
millionaire’s death. 

The bank people recognized Mr. Patrick 
as the agent of Mr. Rice, who within a week 
past had deposited $90,000 there to the lat- 
ter’s credit. Owing to the large amount in- 
volved they refused tq cash the check till 
they had communicated with Mr. Rice. This 


| they endeavored to do immediately by tele- 


phone. 

Charles F. Jones, the valet, answered 
promptly: “ The check is all right; go ahead 
and cash it.“ 

“If Mr. Rice will make that statement 
ever the wire the check will be cashed, and 
not’ otherwise,” replied the banker. 

I don’t like to awaken him,” the valet 18 
alleged to have said. Being told that it 
would be necessary to awaken the million- 
aire, the valet then said Mr. Rice was dead.

Says Mr. Rice Signed Checks. 

“Last Saturday he sent me by a messen- 
ger boy four checks which he desired me 
to apply to the purpose of the trust fund 
that he had planned. Two of these checks, 
for $25,000 and $65,000 respectively, were 
drawn on Swenson & Co. The other two, 
for $25,000 and $135,000, were drawn on the 
Fifth Avenue Trust company. All were 
made out in the handwriting of Charles 
Jones, Mr. Rice’s valet or clerk, to my o 
der, and were properly signed by Mr. Rice. 

“On the next night Mr. Rice died, and 
on Monday I determined to pass the checks 
through the banks. I knew that if the 
banks knew that Mr. Rice was dead they 
would refuse payment and I would thus 
be unable to carry out my pledge.“ 

The account given tonight by Charles 
Jones differed in some important particulars 
from Mr. Patrick's version. It was not 
true,“ he said, that Mr. Patrick was not 
a beneficiary under the will,, and the estate 
was worth at least $8,000,000 instead of only 
half a million.” 

Jones attributed Mr. Rice’s illness in great 
part to worry over enormous losses, esti- 
mated at $1,500,000, which he sustained by 
reason of the destruction of his property in 
the Galveston hurricane and by the burn- 
ing of the Merchants and Planters’ Oil 
company works in Houston, in which he 
was the largest stockholder.

Newport. R. I., Sept. 25.—[Special.]—The 
submarine torpedo boat Holland demonstrat- 
ed its value tonight, in mimic warfare at 


s of about six miles an hour, showing no 
ent, and making no noise, easily picked 
up the flagship Kearsarge of the blockad+- 
ing fleet as it lay several miles to the east~ 
ward of the mouth of the harbor. 

The diving boat was close on the Kearsarge 
before any of the battleship’s officers had 
any knowledge of its presence. The big 
craft succumbed without a struggle. 

At Was an unparalleled victory for the Hol- 
land. It was generally understood before 
the fleets left the harbor that the flagship 
was to be the object for the submarine 
boat's attack, and the officers of the big 
battleship were especially vigtlant trying to 
head off the onslaught. They are 
over being beaten, but like all true sports 
men applaud heartily the great triumph of 
the hitherto unknown quantity in naval 
warfare, 

Fight in Absolute Darkness. 

The mimic battle was fought in absolute 
darkness. That the fleet failed to show any 
lights wAs taken as evidence the ships were 
afraid to disclose their location, khowing 
the submarine boat was out and realising 
their only safety from its attack lay in es- 
caping its notice, 

This proved to be true, for even without 
lights it succeeded in picking up the most 
important battleship in the fleet. 

It was nearly midnight when the Holland 
arrived inside the harbor, bringing the oper- 
ations to an end. : 

Tho result of the night's maneuvers may 
be summed up unofficially by the claim 
the torpedo fleet officers—that they succeed- 
ed in torpedoing every battleship in the 
blockading squadron. 

The operations t consisted in an 
attemipt by the flotilla to run the 
blockade established outside the harbor by 
the red or attacking fleet, 

Battleships Play Blockaders. 

This was made up, as on last night, of the 
battleships Kearsarge, Indiana, and Teras 
and converted yachts Scorpion and Dagie, 
They left port im the afternoon, steamedout- 
side, and took up their positions.

The 
police were summoned, and at 1 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon the body was taken to 
Ralston’s undertaking- rooms.

Cards and letters found in his possession 
established the suicide’s identity. A letter 
written to his intended bride was found in 
his pockets.

After writing the introduction, 
reading: My Dearest Gustie,”’ Stoll evi- 
dentiy changed his mind and left off.

| De. Wallace Makes a Statement ‘That 


He Became Unconscious Thirty-five 
_ Hours Before Being Found with 

Woman in His Office in Seventy- 
nuinth Street—Dr. Springer Refuses 

to Make Known Result of Autopsy 
Till Inquest Is Held Today. 


The police are stil) mystified over the 
death of Mrs. Eva Boss, who was found un- 


conscious in Dr. Thomas A. Wallace's office 


at 178 Seventy-ninth street on Monday night. 
The doctor, who was lying unconscious on 
the floor beside Mrs. Boss, has made a state- 
ment, but it is unsatisfactory, and the police 
think he is not telling all he knows. An 


autopsy has been made on Mrs. Boss, but | 
Dr. Springer, the Coroner’e-physician, re- 
fuses to report to the South Chicago police, | 


reserving his statement for the inquest. 

Dr. Wallace, om being questioned by Cap- 
tain O'Neill, seemed astill:to be suffering 
krom the effects of the gas which filled the 
room when he and Mrs, Boss were found. 


Dr. Wallace Makes a Statement. 


“ She came to the office about 6 o'clock on 
Sunday night,” he said, “‘ suffering from a 
toothache. I put some cotton saturated 
with carbolic acid in the cavity, and she 
left. Toward 11 o’clock she returned. She 
said she could not sleep and wanted some- 
thing to relieve the pain. I took the bottle 
of chloroform and saturated a piece of cotton 
and put that in the tooth. The last I remem- 
ber I was sitting in my operating chair and 
Mrs. Bose was sitting on the couch. I fell 
asleep and know nothing of what occurred 
after that until thirty-five hours later, when 
I was taken to the hospital.” 

Dr. Wallace declared that Mrs. Boss was 
weak minded. She tried to hang herself 

ut two weeks before,“ he said, ‘‘ and in a fit 


f insanity may have taken some drug and 


killed herself.“ 

The police fail to understand how the doc- 
tor and Mrs. Boss could have fallen to the 
floor in the positions in which they were 
found, However, they know of no motive 


which would have led the physician to desire 


his patient’s death. The only theory left for 
them to work on is that Mrs. Boss took some 
drug while the doctor was asleep and then 
wt on the gas jet, intending to end her 

e. 

Doctor Annoyed by the Woman. 

Peter Burns, 9175 Commercial avenue, de- 
clares Mrs. Boss annoyed the doctor with 
her constant visits, and one day he saw the 
physician wave his hands at her to stay 
away and that on another occasion the 
doctor rode off on his wheel to escape her. 

John A. Boss, the woman's husband, is 
held by the police as a witness at the Cor- 
oner’s inquest, which will take place today. 


She Was Eva Fox, the adopted daughter’ 


of Mrs. Emily Fox, and was married to 
Boss at Martin, Mich., on April 6, 1890. 
They came to Chicago eight months ago, 
and he is employed as oiler on the IIlinots 
Central railroad. He had implicit confi- 
dence in his wife, who, he ‘ays, was a de- 
vout member of the Methodist Church. 

Dr. Wallace comes of good family. His 
parents live in Joliet. His brother Arthur 
is an architect and another brother, W. H. 
Wallace, is the owner of the Wallace line. 
Miss Mila Wallace, a sister, is a teacher in 
the Frances Willard School. 


Have Confidence in Dr. Wallace.

Paved Street in Six Days. 


The paving of the four blocks of the street 
was begun in the beginning of July and ts 


i said to have been finished in six days. Al- 


though the blocks have been down only a 
little over three months there are a number 
of holes in the street already. Alderman 
Fowler examined the street, pronounced it 
bad, and will be prepared today to give evi- 


ent in court. 

Several of the property-owners living along 
the highest portions of the street have 
thrown piles of dirt at the edge of the curb 
where the pavement is high to prevent the 
rain flooding their premises. This, however, 


has not stopped the water from entering 


their houses when there is a heavy rain- 
storm. From two to four inches of water 
has filled the basements on account of the 
paving being too high and the absence of 
catchbasins. 


Denounce City Officials. 


Augusta street, is taking an active part in 
the agitation to prevent paying the assess- 
ment until the street is put in its proper con- 
dition. He said: “It is an outrage to be 
taxed for the paving of a street that has 
been left in this condition, and we will fight 
it. The city officials are responsible. They 
were notified, but refused to help secure good 
paving. The contractors have not put in 
enough catch basins and the pavement is 
half a foot above the grade. To make a 
proper job the street should be repaved.”’ 
Peter O. Jensen, a North Rockwell street 
merchant, who was one to have his store 
front flooded through thé faulty pavement, 
“paid: “The cedar blocks in front of my 
place of business are three inches above the 


top of the curb. Every time it rains the 


water flows over the curb stonds and floods 
my store. There are not a sufficient number 
of catch basins. That the contractors did 
not do the work right is shown by the fact 
that they are putting in proper drainage now. 
Property-owners should not pay for such 
work.“ | 

An attorney has been engaged to defend 
the property-owners, and a legal fight with 
the contractors is expected.

BERLIN, Sept. 25.—The Cologne Gazette 
publishes a statement, evidently inspired, 
to the effect that, with the exception of Great 
Britain, all the powers have replied to the 
German note and that all, with the excep- 
tion of the United States, agree to Germany’s 
proposal in essentials. 

“The appointment of Prince Tuan as the 
head of the Chinese government may be re- 
garded,” says the Cologne Gazette, as the 
first fruits of America’s policy. The Amer- 
lean note has evidently revived the courage 
of the Chinese and their cherished specula- 
tions regarding discord among the powers, 
The act of the Empress in appointing Prince 
Tuan is a slap in the face for the whole 
world; but China will deceive herself in 
this matter, ae she has done in others.

would never think of opposing the work of 
justice undertaken by the others.” 


‘Comment on Congress’ Position. 

* Proceeding to refer to the proposed instruc- 
tions from the United States to Mr. Conger 
to arrange with the Chinese plenipoten- 
tiaries for a preliminary conference, the in- 
spired statement runs as follows: 

One may well be curious as to how nego- 
tiations between Mr. Conger and Prince 
Tuan's plenipotentiaries will result. Mr. 
Conger had an opportunity while the lega- 
tions were under siege to become acquainted 
with Prince Tuan’s methods against the 
representatives of the powers. The indulg- 
ence of the United States of late towards 
China cannot have softened the Chinese 
Prince, who intends, if possible, to impose 
as a condition that American missionaries 
shall hereafter be excluded from China.

CHRISTIANIA, Sept. IZ.— Details of the 
work accomplished by the Duke of Abruzzi’s 
polar expedition shows that the Duke has 
established beyond doubt the existence of 
Peterman’s land and has made maps of the 


northern part of St. Joseph's land, leaving 


the world ignorant only as to the eastern 
section of that land. The pled expedition 
under Captain Cagni, which made the new 
record, explored hitherto unknown tracts. 
The results of the expedition when pub- 
lished by the Duke will make known the 
general direction of land northward and 
will prove of great benefit to future ex- 
plorers. Professor Nansen is enthusiastic 
in his praise of the Duke and his men. 

From Terpits Bay, on Crown Prince Ru- 
doiph’s land, north to a point probably on 
Peterman’s land, at 86.33 north latitude, 
depots were established for the guidance 
and subsistence of future explorers. 


Vessel Crushed in Ice Pack. 

In August, 1890, two months after the 

Stella Polare sailed, it had made its way 

Nightingale Sound and the British 
Canal to 82.4 latitude, but being unable to 
find a suitable wintering place the Duke re- 
turned to Terpits, where the ship was frozen 
in on Sept. 1, 1808. On Sept. 8 a movement 
in the ice pack stove in the starboard side 
of the vessel one and one-half feet. The ship 
quickly filled with water, and would surely 
have sunk had not another movement in 
the ice, of more force than the first and 
lower down, thrown the whole vessel up on 
a solid field. 

Winter habitations were constructed on 
land, 700 feet from the ship. Two tents, 
each twenty feet in length, were put up in- 
side one large tent, with the sails of the 
Stella Polare as an additional protection out- 
side the larger tent. Between the two inner 
tents a fireplace was erected for cooking 
and heating purposes, coke from the ship 
being used as fuel. Each man had his bed 
and wolf skin sleeping bag. A wooden shanty 
was constructed a short distance from the 
tents to house the 120 dogs, and the chief 
and most arduous duty of the men during 
the winter was the dally task of digging their 
way through the banks of anew te the dag 
house. 


Celebrate Christmas and New Year. 

Christmas was celebrated with much cere- 
mony and New Year's day with a discharge 
of fireworks. The excellent health record of 
the expedition was broken soon after Jan. 1. 
when the Duke suffered a mishap, two of the 
fingers of his left hand being severely frost- 


bitten, necessitating their amputation near 


the knuckles. The Duke's health and re- 
sistance were weakened by the operation and 
he was compelled to stay in the tents for two 
months afterwards, and up to the time of his 
arrival at Christiana seldom had his left 
hand out of the sling. He showed great grit, 
however, and worked hard within the tent 
on preparations for the sled expeditions set 
for February. 


First Sledding Venture Fails. 

The first attempt at sledding failed, partly 
on account of the great cold, which reached 
52° Celsius, and partly because the sleds 
were found to be not properly loaded. On 
March 11 another attempt was made. Ten 
men with sleds and dogs set out for the 
north. After being out ten days Lieutenant 
Guarini, Machinist Stocken, and the’ Alps 
‘guide, Ulle, turned back with a sled and ten 
dogs, but never reached the ship. Their 
fate is unknown, but the Duke has not much 
hope that they are alive. It is thought they 
were lost in a snow-storm or ice crush. 

That part of the second expedition which 
continued north, three men, with Dr. A, 
Cavali at their head, after twenty days of 
hard and dangerous work over the ice, 
reached the eighty-third parallel of latitude. 
They had two sleds and fifteen dogs. 


Captain Cagni Makes New Mark. 

The third and most successful sled expe- 
dition, made up of Captain Cagni, two Alps 
guides, an Italian sailor, six sleds and forty- 
five dogs, left the ship soon after the return 
of Dr. Cavali. Captain Cagni was out 115 
days, and reached 86.33 north latitude, nine- 
teen miles further than Nansen's record. 
Only lack on provisions prevented him 
pushing on further. Depots and food caches 
established by Dr. Cagni along his route, 
which for a distance was parallel with that 

of Dr. Nansen, depleted his stock to such an 
extent that dog meat was the ration the last 
fifteen days, At the start there were six 
sleds and forty-five dogs in the expedition. 
On the return to the Stella Polare 
there were only seven dogs left, the rest 
having been lost or eaten, and two sleds. , 


Begin Homeward Journey. 

The return home was begun on Aug. 16, 
when the repairs of the ship’s side and ma- 
chinery had been completed. A large food 
cache was established at Terpits Bay be- 
fore the ship departed. After sixteen days 
of battling with the ice the Stella Polare 
reached Barontz, a few, leagues east of Cape 
Flora, where a package of letters left on 
July 12 by a sealing vessel was found, 
among them several from the late King 
Humbert. At Cape Flora another food 
cache was laid down. The ship left Cape 
Flora on Aug. 81, and arrived off Hammer- 
fest, Norway, the first telegraph station, on 
Sept. 6. 

On the arrival.of the ship at Christiania 
on Sept. 11 K was greeted by a cheering mul- 
titude. The Duke landed at moon, and was 
met by Herr Frolich of the royal palace, on 
behalf of King Oscar; State Councilor Thiel- 
son, on behalf of the Norwegian govern- 
ment: Bir Claude Markham, President of the 
English Geographical society; Professor 
Nansen, and the Italian Consul General. 
President Reusch of the Norwegian Geo- 
graphical society delivered an address of 
welcome at the dock. 

The Duke looked. well, but still carried hie 
left arm in a sling. He was decorated with 
the Swedish Order of the Seraph during the 
afternoon, and his Lseutenant, Captain 
Cagni, who led the successful sled expedi- 


tion, received the Norwegian Order of t.

PLAN TRIPS TO SOUTH POLE. 


Two Expeditions „ One by 
German and One by British 
Scientists. . 


[Special Cable to The The Chicago ‘Tribune by 
Arthur L. Clarke.) 

LONDON, Sept. 26, 3 a. m.—T wo expedi- 
tions to the South Pole are preparing for 
next year. 

One is financed almost entirely by the 
German government, and the other partly 
by the British government and partly from 
private sources. The German party is 
headed by Professor Drygolski, who ex- 
pects to take with him scientific experts on 
sobdlogy, botany, geology, and several other 
sciences, His ship is now building at 
Kiel, and will be of wood specially construct- 
ed to resist ice pressure. Dr. Drygolski hopes 
to leave Kerguelan Islands in September, 
1901. The expedition will engage a total of 
thirty men. 

The British party will be led by Captain 
Scott, with Professor Gregory of the Mel- 
bourne University at the head of the sci- 


Royal and the Royal Geographical socie- 
ties, with Sir Clements Markham as the 
leading spirit, is organizing the enterprise. 

To the government's support of $22,500, Sir 
Clements Markham expects to add $150,000 
by private subscription. 

Of this amount $200,000 is to be invested 
in a boat now constructing at Dundee and a 
complete set of elaborate scientific. appli- 
ances. Captain Scott expects to start in 
August, 1901, and take between fifty and 
sixty men. The German and English expe-

If he only had told me the truth in the 
first place,“ she said, I would not have 
felt so badly about it. But all this time I 
was under the impression that my grand- 
child was in the hands of a good family and 
receiving the best of care. Now I am told 
he was killed nearly two months ago.“

now in New York City. She went there four 
months ago. Before leaving she placed the

LAST OF THE OLD GUARD DIES. 


of the State’s Most Conspicuous 
Figures in Public Life. 


John McAuley Palmer, Major General of 
Volunteers, Governor of the State, United 
States Senator, and candidate of the Na- 
tional Democratic party for President of the 
United States in 1896, has been a leading 
figure in Illinois for sixty years. His activity 
continued almost up to the time of hisdeath, 
and his name is as familar to the younger 
men of today as it was to their grandparents. 
He was practically the last of the “olé 
guard,“ the companions and friends of Lin+ 
coln and his associates. General Me- 
Clernand, a contemporary, died the other 
day, and about the only one left now is 
Colonel William R. Morrison, now 
in retirement in Waterloo. 

General Palmer was born in Scott County, 
Kentucky, on Sept. 15, 1817, making hima 
few days over at the time of his death. 
His father came from Virginia, as did his 
mother, and his paternal grandfather wass 
soldier in the revolutionary war. He was 
of med Saxon and Celtic desvent, some of 
his ancestors coming from England and 
others from Scotland and Wales. His mid- 
die name of McAuley was derived from hie 
paternal grandmother, who was the daugh- 
ter of a Scottish immigrant.

SENATOR BEVERIDGE’S ORATION. 

The speech by Senator Beveridge at the 
‘Auditorium last evening was a fine specimen 
of true eloquence, full of fire ‘and force, 
and as logical as it was powerful. Those 
who were not so fortunate as to hear it 
will find the portions of it in this morn- 
ing’s well worth reading. It con: 
firms the brilliant promise of the, young 
Indiana Senator's former utteratces on the 
Philippine issue, and constitutes a crushing 
and unanswerablé reply to the shallow doc- 
trine of Mr. Bryan concerning imperial- 
iam and “militarism.” Mr. Beveridge 
has shown himself familiar not only with 
the Philippine situation but with the whole 
mass of history attending the westward | 
course of civilization. 

‘The speaker took the stand that the 
promise of self-government to Cuba was 
a mistake which will now*have to be left 
to pectify itself through the incapacity 
of the Cubans to maintain a stable gov- 
ernment. He holds that this is no reason 
for committing a still worse error in the 
Philippines. From this logical vantage 
point he goes on to prove the utter worth- 
lesshess of Bryan’s plan to “establish a 
stable government” and then withdraw. 
Granting that Mr. Bryan has some private 
information which leads him to believe 
that the Filipinos will allow him to es- 
tablish a government in the islands, it would 
follaw that this government could and 
would borrow money and be unable to repay 
it. Then Bryan's administration would find 
itself in the dilemma of either having to 
keep the Filipino government stable by 
controlling its finances perpetually, or of 
making war on foreign nations that tried 
to collect their just debts. 

Senator Beveridge shows that the argu- 
ment of abstract right adsumed by the 
Bryanites would have excluded the Pil- 
grim Fathers from Plymouth Rock. He 
holds that civilization has been extended 
only by the most superior races, and he 
thinks Lawton, MacArthur, and our civil 
commission are higher agents of civiliza- 
tiog than Aguinaldo. Historical students 
will indorse his demonstration that every 
nation which has become great has done 
it through expansion as a: colonizer and 
administrator, and that every nation has 
gone down when it has ceased the work 
of expansion. Another strong point made 
by Senator Beveridge is that the European 
nations burdened with militarism are uni- 
formly the ones without important colonial 
possessions. He also uttered a new watch- 
word for the campaign when he said that 
it is our institutions and not our constitu- 
tion that necessarily follows the flag. The 
whole oration is as sound and logical as it 
is eloquent, 

DEATH OF JOHN M. PALMER. 

The death of John A. McClernand last 
week left John M. Palmer the sole survivor 
of those IIlinoisans who were conspicuous 
in civil life before or after the war of the 
rebellion, and who also took a prominent 
part in that great contest. Now he, too, 
has gone. John M. Palmer, Major General, 
Governor, Senator, Presidential candidate, 
died yesterday of heart disease, only a few 
days after he had completed his 83d year. 

Few men have been more heartily and 
unanimously assailed, now by one party 
and now by another, than this eminent 
Illinoisan who has just been gathered to his 
fathers. Unfriendly criticism began when 
he, a Democrat by birth and conviction, 
living in a strongly Democratic community, 
could not swallow the pro-slavery policy of 
that party. The repeal of the Missouri 
compromise was more than he could stand, 
and he became in Democratic parlance a 
“traitor.” He was one of the anti-Nebras- 
ka men in the General Assembly of 1855 
who refused to vote for either the regular 
Democratic nominee or for Lincolfii and 
finally secured the election of Trumbull. 
But when the different anti-slavery ele- 
ments united to form the Republican party 
Palmer became an enthusiastic Lincoln 
man. | 
As one of the Illinois Commissioners to 
the Peace congress of 1860 he did what 
he could to avert war. When it came no 
man was more ready to fight the rebels. 
He entered the army, and, while he had had 
no experience in the arts of war; he dis- 
played decided military ability and rose to 


the rank of Major General. But when he, | 


although the ranking Major General, was 
not put in command of McPherson's corps 
after the death of the latter, the preference 
being given to General Howard, Palmer was 
sorely aggrieved and wished to resigu. This 
was an error of judgment which he proba- 
bly lived to regret. | 

In 1868 John M. Palmer became Gov- 
ernor. The State never had a better execu- 
tive. In his inaugural message he called at- 
tention to what he looked on as the dan- 
gerous tendency of the general government 
to encroach on the rights of the States. 
This indicated that, the war being over and 
the slavery question out of the way, the old 
Democratic principles of constitutional in- 
terpretation were reasserting themselves 
with him. Then came the- Chicago fire and 
the unpleasant controversy with Sheridan 
and Grant. In that controversy Governor 
Palmer was sihcere and was not in all re- 
spects technically at fault. As Governor 
he did everything in his power, to the ex- 
treme verge of the law, for the relief of the 
city and its citizens at that trying moment: 
Their obligations to him were not canceled 
by his dispute with Sheridan, the result of 
whith was to alienate him still more from 
the Republican party. 

In 1872 he would have liked the Liberal 
Republican nomination for the Presidency. 
He did not get it and supported Greeley. 
After the campdign he became again a 
Democrat in good standing, and was its | 
Senatorial nominee in 1891. To get two 
independent votes which were needed td 
elect him Palmer made certain promises 
concerning freesilver legislation. This was 
a sacrifice to expediency, for he probably 
had no faith in “16 to 1” at that time. 
Certain it ig that afterwards, when that 
question became the “ paramount issue,” 
Palmer was an unequivocal supporter of 
sound money principles. When his party 
went over to Bryanism he broke with it as 
unhesitatingly as he had done in the days 
of his youth, and became the Presidential 


Whatever political blunders General ( 
Palmer may have committed, it cannot be 
forgotten that in two great emergencies he 
was governed exclusively by his conscience 
and snapped contemptuously all chains of 
party allegiance. 

While John M. Palmer was accused often 
of inconsistency, he never was accused of 
dishonesty. Never once during his long 
public career wes it said of him that he 
used an office which he filled for the purpose 
of making money for himself. For the first 
two years of his term as Governor the con-

GAS MEASUHES IN THE COUNCIL. 
The Aldermen showed their interest in 
the gas question by introducing nearly a 
dozen measures bearing on the subject 
at the first autumn meeting of the City 
Council, but none of their propositions gives 
much promise of dealing effectively with 
the situation. The two orders that were 
passed, directing the Mayor to investigate 
the gas war and ordering the Gas Inspector 
to test the quality of the gas sold in the 
city, are unobjectionable. The more radical 
remedies proposed all have their defects. 

One Alderman wishes to have the Legis- 
lature repeal the frontage law, which now 
requires the consent of & majority of the 
property-owners within given distances be- 
fore pipes can be laid on a street. The 
people would not consent to have that 
wise restriction removed, for it would leave | 
the Council as the only safeguard against 
a constant tearing up of thé streets by new 
companies. Past experience has shown 
that the present safeguards in this respect 
are useful. Another Alderman advocates 
the erection of a municipal gas plant. The 
objection to this is that it would be an 
economic waste. It would require the 
duplication of costly apparatus and build - 
ings, and the laying of new pipes where 
there are already enough. The community 
would lose the sums thus wasted. 

It would be better to get the right kind 
of service out of the existing plants. Cer- 
tain Aldermen propose to do this by fixing 
the price of gas at 75 cents, Such a measure 
is impracticable. The — has nd au- 
thority to fix an arbitrary price on gas, and 
it would be tinwise for the Legislature 
to do so. While 75 cents might be a 
fair price now, it might easily be exor- 
bitant a few years hence. As a city grows, 
and new processes are i dni the cost 


of furnishing gas steadily diminishes. It 
is better not to bind the consumers in- 
definitely to a hard and fast price fixed by 
the law. | 
It would probably be better for the Coun- 
cil to bend its efforts more in the direction 
of the Massachusetts plan—that of having 
a State Gas commission % regulate prices 
in accordance with local conditions. A 
price that would be fair for Peoria would 
be unjustly high for Chicago and might 
be unjustly low for Quincy. A price that 
is proper in Chicago now may be a hard- 
ship after a few years have elapsed. In 
Massachusetts, whenever a town believes 
it is not getting gas at a fair price, it 
asks an investigation of the matter by the 
State Gus commission, and if its contention 
is substantiated the price is reduced by 
State authority. The flan seems to be 
giving good results, and there is no rea- 
son why it should not work as well in II- 
linois as in Massachusetts. It is apparent- 
ly open to none of the dbjeetions that at- 
tach to the various plans offered by Alder- 
men at the recent session of the Council.

Apparently Mr. Tesla's 
Jream of transmitting vast Transmission 
quantities of electric power of Electric 
to great distances is as far Power. 
from realization as ever. 
A writer in the October number of Cassier’s 
Magazine calls attention to the fact that the 
advent of electricity has resulted in the fac- 
tories seeking the water power rather than 
in the power seeking the factories, as was at 
first expected. This statement is made, 
however, only as regards distances exceed- 
ing ten miles. Within a radius of five or ten 
miles the electrical distribution of power has 
tended to scatter the mills and factories 


instead of being confined to narrow strips of 
land along rivers, have expanded so as to 
cover an area of several miles in diameter. 
The advantage is especially great for small 
mills, for the rental or land value is reduced 
by thus broadening the field, and the small 
mill can also buy 100 horse-power at a rate 
only slightly in excess of that enjoyed by the 
consumer of 1,000 horse-power. To this ex- 
tent the electric method of distributing 
power is an enemy of concentration and of 
great corporations. The remarkable under- 
growth of small manufacturing companies 
which is succeeding the recent trust miove- 
ment, and which has done much in the last 
twelve months to dispel needless fear of the 
large corporations, may be traced in part to 
this Improved method (of transmitting 
power. But when it fs attempted to trans- 
mit electric power to distances of twenty or 
‘thirty miles or more it is found that the joss, 
except in unusual cases like that of Niagara, 
is greater than the cost of moving the fac- 
tory nearer to the source of power. Theex- 
pert who writes in Cassler's Maguzine con- 
cludes that in the future, as in the past, 
long-distance transmission of electric 
power must be the rare exception.
